REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose; in a method and apparatus for elongating an optical fiber by 
heating a base material ingot and drawing the ingot between a pair of pinch rollers to 
produce a rod, the pinch rollers having a roller groove with a radius of curvature larger 
than a rod diameter or a v-shaped roller groove; wherein a position of the pinch rollers 
and a position of the mounting part for the base material ingot are adjusted respectively 
in two perpendicular directions in a plane perpendicular to a central axis of a heating 
means.
